High fire hazard areas of 
the Los Padres National 
Forest will be closed to 
entry effective Saturday, 
June 10th, it was announced 
today by Forest Supervisor 
Robert G. Lancaster 
“ Record 
low 
spring 
rainfall 
has 
resulted 
in 
a l r e a d y 
h a z a r d o u s 
conditions,” said Lancaster, 
“ and is causing us serious 
concern. We feel that an 
earlier-than-normal closing 
of back country areas of the 
Forest is necessary as an 
aid 
in 
preventing 
large 
costly fires." 
Weather and fuel data 
compiled 
at 
the 
local 
headquarters indicate that 
the fire hazard is 150 per 
cent 
of 
the 
five 
year 
average in most areas. 
In 
addition 
to 
the 
summer-long closure, the 
Forest 
is developing an 
emergency closure plan, to 
be put into effect during 
periods 
of 
prolonged, 
extremely critical weather. 
Under this plan, all or most 
of the remainder of the 
Forest would be closed to 
entry, and fire prevention 
e f f o r t s 
of

“ T h e s e

weather periods, that are 
experienced almost every 
summer, are those that pose
